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(54) CLEAR CASE 
(57)Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To provide a clear case 
by which arranged dry flowers or the like are 



transported without destroying the shape and are 
displayed keeping the shape when they are 
transported. 

SOLUTION: This clear case for preserving/displaying 
housed objects is provided with a fixed plate 20 for at 
least installing the housed object 5 and mounting the 
housed object and a stand member 30 for supporting 
the housed object and they are fixed on the bottom 




plate of the clear case. Then, the stand member 30 is 
provided with a fixing part 33 attached to the fixed 
plate 20 and supporting parts 31 for holding the 
housed object 5 among them. The fixed plate 20 is 

fixed to the bottom plate of the clear case in the state that the supporting parts 31 of a 
plurality of the stand members 30 hold the housed object 5 among them.

CLAIMS 



[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1] It is the clear case which saves and exhibits a hold object, and has the bottom plate which 
installs a hold object at least. Said bottom plate It has the fixed bottom in which a hold object is laid, 
and the stand member which supports a hold object. This stand member It is the clear case which has 
the fixing section attached in a fixed bottom, and the supporter which pinches a hold object, and is 
characterized by the fixed bottom having fixed to the bottom plate after the supporter of two or more 
stand members has pinched the hold object. 

[Claim 2] Said stand member is a clear case according to claim 1 attached in a fixed bottom in 
accordance with the shape of an appearance of a hold object. 

[Claim 3] The supporter of a stand member is a clear case according to claim 1 characterized by 
having a height dimension lower than the height dimension of a hold object. 
[Claim 4] Said stand member is a clear case according to claim 1 characterized by making a 
supporter stand up and forming the hold tooth space of a hold object while attaching nothing and this 
fixing section in a fixed bottom for the tabular voice which it projected [ voice ] to the supporter and 
made it form the fixing sections successively. 

[Claim 5] The supporter of said stand member is a clear case according to claim 1 fixed by the fixed 
means where a hold object is pinched.

DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Field of the Invention] This invention relates to the clear case where the dried flower which carried 

out the arrangement is held. 

[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] If the display case inclines when arranging and selling the flower made 
dry, the special arrangement will have collapsed. Moreover, also in transportation to the part sold 
from a manufacturing agency, the dried flower arranged by the inattention by the vibration under 
transportation and conveyance handling etc. received damage, and there was a fear of commodity 
value falling.

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] Then, this invention can be conveyed without breaking 
down the form of a dried flower [ finishing / an arrangement ] etc., and the clear case which can be 
displayed in the form still in the state at the time of transportation is offered. 
[0004] 

[Means for Solving the Problem] The clear case which saves and exhibits the hold object of this 
invention had the bottom plate which installs a hold object at least, and the bottom plate is equipped 
with the fixed bottom in which a hold object is laid, and the stand member which supports a hold 
object. And a stand member has the fixing section attached in a fixed bottom, and the supporter 
which pinches a hold object, and a fixed bottom possesses the configuration which has fixed to the 
bottom plate after the supporter of two or more stand members has pinched the hold object. 
[0005] Moreover, while attaching nothing and this fixing section in a fixed bottom for the 
configuration in which a stand member is attached in a fixed bottom in accordance with the shape of 
an appearance of a hold object, the configuration which is a height dimension with the supporter of a 
stand member lower than the height dimension of a hold object, and the tabular voice which it 
projected [ voice ] to the supporter and made it form the fixing sections successively, it has the 
configuration which a supporter is made to stand up and forms the hold tooth space of a hold object. 
Furthermore, the supporter of a stand member has the configuration fixed by the fixed means where 
a hold object is pinched. 
[0006] 

[Embodiment of the Invention] The gestalt of implementation of invention is explained with 
reference to a drawing. Hereafter, the example of the clear case of this invention is explained using 
drawin g 1 - drawing 6 . drawing explaining the condition that the explanatory view in which the 
perspective view of a clear case and drawing 2 show the condition that the top view of a stand 
member and drawin g 3 attached the perspective view of a stationary plate in the stationary plate, and 
drawin g 4 attached the stand member as for drawing 1 , and drawin g 5 assembled the perspective 
view of a vase, and drawing 6 assembled the stand member — it comes out. The arranged dried 
flower 3 is put in by the vase 5, and it is installed in the clear case 10, and it is conveyed, saved or 
exhibited. 

[0007] The clear case 10 consists of transparent synthetic-resin plates, and has the case body 10 
which consists of a side attachment wall 1 1, a crown plate 13, and a bottom plate 15, and the fixed 
bottom 20 which fixes a vase 5. It is constituted, and the fixed bottom 20 which fixed the vase 5 is 
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inserted and installed in the clear case body 10 from side-attachment-wall 1 1 opened part so that it 
can open and close any of a side attachment wall 1 1 they are. The fixed bottom 20 is formed in small 
size more slightly than the bottom plate 15 of the case body 10. The installation hole 22 for [ of the 
fixed bottom 20 ] attaching the stand member 30 in a central part is punched mostly. 
[0008] The stand member 30 has the supporter 31 and fixed part 33 which consist of a transparent 
synthetic-resin plate. A fixed part 33 is projected and formed to a supporter 31, and the installation 
hole 330 of a pair is punched. The 1st supporter 31A, the 2nd supporter 31B, and 3rd supporter 31C 
connect a supporter 31, and it is formed. The die-length dimension h of each supporter 31 is a 
dimension lower than height H of the vase 5 which should be supported. And while forming fixed 
parts 33 successively to 2nd supporter 3 IB in the example shown in a drawing, the string through 
hole 310 of a pair is punched. 

[0009] The stand section 30 is attached in the fixed bottom 20. First, to the installation hole 22 of the 
fixed bottom 20, the installation hole 330 of the stand section 30 is made to agree, and is concluded 
by the fixtures 330, such as a string. Similarly, a fixed part 33 is made to counter three places of the 
installation hole 22 of the fixed bottom 20, and it fixes to them. At this time, the shape of a square W 
is the configuration which has the magnitude corresponding to the bottom part of the vase 5 which 
should be supported so that it may be shown with the configuration formed by the fixed part 33 of 
the four stand sections 30, for example, the broken line of drawin g 4 . And a vase 5 is installed on 
the fixed part 33 of the stand section 30. 

[0010] Next, the supporters 31 A, 3 IB, and 31C of each stand section 30 are made to stand up. At 
this time, the supporter 31 of each stand section 30 covers the side attachment wall of a vase 5, and 
Supporters 3 1 A or 3 1C are bent at a right angle to 2nd supporter 3 IB, and cover the corner of a vase 
5. And the supporter 31 which has stood up with the string 40 through a wire or a string 40 to the 
string through hole 310 of 2nd supporter 31B is fixed, this time — 2nd supporter 31B of each stand 
section 30 — setting — a string 40 — the inside — a passage — the 1st — as for supporter 31 A and 3rd 
supporter 31C, a string 40 fixes each supporter 31 through an outside ~ thereby, a vase 5 is 
supported by the supporter 31 of the stand member 30, and is attached in the central part of the fixed 
bottom 20. 

[001 1] The vase 5 currently supported by the central part of the fixed bottom 20 in the four stand 
sections 30 is inserted into the clear case 10. Since the fixed bottom 20 serves as size slightly smaller 
than the bottom plate 15 of a clear case body at this time, the fixed bottom 20 is held in a bottom 
plate 15. And a bottom plate 15 and the fixed bottom 20 are fixed with the fixed means 50, such as 
adhesives or a stapler. The closing motion side attachment wall 1 1 is blockaded. In this way, the vase 
5 installed in the clear case 10 is fixed to the central part of the bottom plate 15 of the clear case 10. 
[0012] Thus, since the vase 5 was pinched by the supporter 31 of the stand section 30 even if it 
compared the clear case 10 constituted and shook by vibration on the way of conveyance, the stand 
section 30 has fixed at the fixed bottom 20 and the fixed bottom 20 has fixed to the bottom plate 15 
of the clear case 10 further, it moves in a case 10 or does not move. 

[0013] It becomes unnecessary in addition, to punch the hole for string through by using adhesives 
besides conclusion with a string as a means to fix the fixed part 33 of the stand member 30 to the 
bottom plate 1 5 of a clear case body. Moreover, although the vase shows the shape of a square, even 
if the example shown in a drawing is the vase of what kind of configuration, it can respond by 
changing arrangement of the stand member of a clear case. 

[0014] Hereafter, the example of the clear case by the configuration of a vase is explained, 
an example 1 ... drawin g 7 and 8 — this example shows the case of a round vase 3 **. A fixed part 33 
is arranged in accordance with the radius-of-circle configuration of the pars basilaris ossis occipitalis 
of a vase, and the stand member 30 of four sheets is fixed at the fixed bottom 20. And a supporter is 
made to stand up and the tubed vase supporter 300 is formed. 

[0015] an example 2 ... drawing 9 and 10 — this example shows the case where an upper part [ part / 
bottom ] opening part is the vase of a large configuration, 3 **. A fixed part 33 is arranged in 
accordance with the configuration of the pars basilaris ossis occipitalis of a vase, and the stand 
member 30 is fixed at the fixed bottom 20. Stand member 30A in this case is taken as the shape of a 
sector. And a supporter 30 is made to stand up and the supporter of a vase 55 is formed. Since the 
side attachment wall 550 of a vase 55 serves as a taper side at this time, even if it fixes with a wire or 
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a string 330, when reversed, a vase 55 may fall out from the supporter 30 of the stand member 30. 
Then, in the case of the vase of such a configuration, the stop section 335 which connects a wire or a 
string's 330 inside-and-outside part is formed, and it prevents omission of the vase 55 by vibration 
etc. As mentioned above, even if the configuration of a vase has the shape of the shape of corniform 
and a circle, and an ellipse etc., a vase can be fixed at a fixed bottom by installing a stand member in 
accordance with the configuration of there part. 
[0016] 

[Effect of the Invention] The clear case of this invention can be conveyed without breaking down the 
form of a dried flower [ finishing / an arrangement ] etc., and can be displayed in the form still in the 
state at the time of transportation.
